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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Though applicant's argument that the reference 
of Fuller et al cited for rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) was inadvertently identified as US 6216,824 in lieu of US 5,750,945, the latter 
as cited for reference in the previous office action, applicant recognized the error and furthered that neither reference is proper grounds of 
the rejection of Claims 1 - 7, 9, 12 - 13, 15 and 20. For purpose of appeal, it is noted that the aforementioned claims are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) by Fuller et al (7,750,945). Applicant's arguments that the latter reference does not anticipate the claim language of the 
aforementioned claims and, further, that the reference is silent as to the relationship between a first (52) and second (54) bias is not 
supported by the arrangement as depicted in Figure 3 and as described in Col. 8, Lines 20 - 26. With respect to the rejection of Claim 10. 
O'Donnell et al clearly teach an inventive termination as movable with their countenweight (Fig. 3. 46; Col. 3, Lines 18-20) as well as their 
elevator car, thereby supporting a case of obviousness in applying a termination of the instant Invention at both the elevator car and 
countenweight. Therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive in overcoming the previous grounds of rejection. 
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
